sary to delay the total mailing which 
should be completed by Friday after- 
noon of each week and carry over a 
small part of the mailing until Satur- 
day morning. Such instances have 
been caused by reasons beyond our 
control so that we feel quite proud 
of our record thus far. 

The first issue of this paper was 
dated Monday, November 5, 1928. 
After some years, the date for publi- 
cation was changed to Saturday, al- 
tho the mailing date was still con- 
tinued as Thursday afternoon, Friday 
noon and Friday afternoon. 
paper being delivered to the postoffice 
in three separate deliveries. 

This fact should be borne in mind 
by all readers and especially those who 
have reason to complain of delay in 
receipt of their papers from week to 
weekly. We strongly urge in all such 
cases that complaint be made to your 
local postmaster and ask him to trace 
back and learn what is the cause of 
the delay. You can tell him when the | 
papers are mailed and thus help in 
getting better delivery. 

When first issued, Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News was priced at 25 cents 
per year. At the time when this 
publication was first issued in 1928, 
there were then two weekly stamp 
papers in the United States. 

Mekeel’s, the older of the two had 
a paid circulation at that time of less 
than 10,000 copies weekly. Gossip, 
the other weekly had, to the best of 
our knowledge, less than 3000 circu- 
lation weekly. 

Within four years time, Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News grew toa great- 
er weekly circulation than any stamp 








circulation grow we would soon be 
swamped for lack of facilities to pro- 
and handle the publication 
promptly each week. For that reason 


‘the price for the paper was advanced ' 


to 50 cents per year and we at the 
same time adopted a policy of sitting 
still and making no further effort to 
add to our subscription list by the 
active solicitation of mew subscrip- 
tions which any publication which 
hopes to grow, must do.

lication, properly managed and issued 
from that point, by any man who car- 
ried on proper and friendly relations 
with the dealers and collectors of 
that area, was destined to succeed and 
become recognized as one of the lead- 
ing publications of the world. 
However, the field for stamp pub- 
lications is so large,-and at the same 
time so few collectors take any paper 
for some reason or other that there is 
certainly room for any publication to 
gain a greater circulation than any 
have yet gained if they can but strike 
the popular chord and it is our belief 


| 





that this certain publication must be 
one that has an appeal to the common 
garden variety of collector rather than 
to the specialist. 


During these later years there have 
been numerous other publications, 
both weekly and monthly that have 
made a bid for support. Some with 
claims of enormous circulation, others 
modestly striving to gain recognition 
solely on their merits. 


It is a strange situation—Post- 
office Officials at Washington are re- 
sponsible for the statement that there 
are ten million stamp collectors, yet 
no publication has ever succeeded in 
getting one-half of one per cent of 
that number on their subscription list.
